Using the alphabet, the book'" 
provides information on the Apache people of the southwestern United 
States; the Luiseno of southern California; the Modoc of northern 
California; the Navajo nation, which is the largest tribe in the 
United States; the Quechan of southeastern California; the Umatilla 
people who mostly live in the northwestern United States; and the 
Zuni of New Mexico. Objects representative of American Indian culture 
are described, including Iroquois false faces, Plains Indian tipis, 
Plateau Indian drums, baskets, eagle feathers, yei masks, kachina 
dolls, and traditional headdresses. The book also profiles the lives 
of famous Indian figures, including Geronimo, Ishi, Pocahontas, 
Captain Jack, Chief Ollokot, and Chief Joseph. Contains many 
photographs.

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Apache Indians live mostly in the southwestern part of the 
United States. There are many different bands of Apaches. Tnis is 
a picture of Geronimo. He was a famous Apache war chief. In 
1886, he stopped fighting. The army sent Geronimo and his 
Apache band away from Arizona. He was never allowed to return 
to the Southwest. 
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Baskets were used by Indians to store food and water. Some 
Indians cooked in baskets. Indians make many kinds of baskets. 
Here an Indian from southern California is weaving a star pattern 
into a rare basket. 
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Drums are used by all Indians. The drums in this picture 
were used in a ceremony. Drums were used for many events. 
Indians also played other musical instruments. They used flutes, 
horns, and rattles to make music. 
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Eagle feathers are special to American Indians. The feathers 
of eagles are used for headdresses. The Indian in this picture has a 
special eagle feather placed in his hair. Eagle feathers are used by 
Indians during special events. 
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False Face is a mask made by the Iroquois Indians. Senecas, 
Onondagas, Oneidas, Mohawks, Cayugas, and Tuscaroras are all 
Iroquois Indians. They make False Face masks for ceremonies. 
False Face masks represent special power. 
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Ishi was a famous Yahi Indian of northern California. He 
spent the early part of his life living in the canyons, forests, and 
mountains. He was a kind and patient man. Ishi taught us many 
things about American Indian life in California. 
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Kachinas are dolls made by Hopi and Zuni Indians. These 
are cloud kachinas made by a Hopi Indian man named Paul 
Coochyamptewa. The kachina on the right is a taka or man. The 
kachina on the left is a mana or woman. Kachinas bring rain for 
the Hopis living in Arizona. 
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Luiseno Indians live in southern California. They have lived 
in California for hundreds of years. This Luiseno Indian is Henry 
Rodriguez. He is an elder and leader of the La Jolla Indian Tribe. 
He is a teacher who shares stories with many children. 
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Modocs are American Indians from northern California. 
Today most Modocs live in Oregon and Oklahoma. This man's 
Modoc name was Keintpoos, but his nickname was Captain Jack. 
He became a leader of the Modocs after his people and the United 
States Army began to fight. 
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Ollokot was a Nez Perce chief. In English his name means 
Frog. He was the brother of Chief Joseph. Ollokot was a war chief. 
He led the young warriors during the Nez Perce War of 1877. 
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Pocahontas was a Pamunkey Indian. She was the daughter 
of Chief Powhatan. Pocahontas became a friend of the English 
settlers at Jamestown, Virginia. She helped the English and 
married an Englishman named John Rolfe. Pocahontas wanted 
the Indians and the English to be friends. 
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Roaches are a type of headdress. American Indians from 
many parts of the country wear roaches. Roaches are made from 
the hair of the porcupine. The hair is sewn into white-tail deer 
hide. Sometimes Indians put eagle feathers in the middle of the 
roach. 
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A tipi is one kind of American Indian home. Indians who 
lived on the Great Plains lived in tipis. The Sioux, Cheyenne, and 
Comanche tribes all used tipis for their houses. Other Indians lived 
in tipis, too. Tipis were made out of buffalo hide. Modern tipis like 
this one are made out of canvas. 
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Victory was important to American Indians. Girls and boys 
were taught to seek victories. They were also taught cooperation. 
When girls and boys were victorious in their work and duties, 
people celebrated. Delores George won a victory in 1958 when she 
was named Queen of the Pow Wow on the Yakima Reservation.
